Reports from La Grange state that 


while many of the lower portions of the 
town are under water, the property loss 
is small. 
No one is missing. 


The International and Great Northern 


railways and the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas ha-ve'been seriously crippled by 
the floods. The first-named road has 
had 503 washouts, and iost bridges from 
Kearne to the Ric> Grande. 
The Mis- 


souri, Kansas and Texas is likewise a 
heavy loser, having had 
to abandon 


much of its track altogether. 


It is not brlieved that the damage to 


the cotton crop mil be of great extent, 
as the season is yet esrly and ail the 
crop can be replanted. 


The citizens of Austin held a mass 


meeting yesterday at which the con- 
census of opinion was that it was not 
feasible to rebuild the dam powerhouse, 
although no definite action was taken.

SOME IMPORTANT 


PENSION LEGISLATION 


\fashington, April 10.—Tn« am revis- 


ing the pension act of June 27,1890, and 
other general pension laws, was passed 
upon in a tentative manner yesterday 
by the house committee on Invalid pen- 
sions, and the sense of the committee 
was taken on reporting the bill to the 
house and plarf--^ it on the house cal- 
endar for early consideration. 


The revision has been advocated by 


delegations of the chief officials of the 
G. A. n. The committee decided to take 
the bill of Senator Gallinger as a basis 
of action, arid to make several amend- 
ments. 
The details of the changes are 


not 'made public for the present, but it 
Is understood that the most important 
of those Increases the age limit on which 
pensions are to be allowed, and fixes a 
sliding scale between the ages of C2 and 
70, viz: 
$6 at 62 years; $S ait 65; $10 at 


68; and $12 at 70. 


Another important amendment in- 


creases from $96 to $2CO the amount of 
annual income which a widow may have 
without forfeiting the right to a pension. 
As amended the bill ia to be reported, 
but Chairman SullWTOy Iff given con- 
siderable latitude in tte matter in order 
that an opportune time may be chosen 
to secure practical results in the house. 


Fall River Mills May Consolidate. 


Fall River, Mass., April 10.—The di- 


rectors of the Hargraves and Parker 
mills of this city have issued a circular 
proposing the combination of the two 
corporations into one, with a total cap- 
italization of $1,600,000.

Princeton. April 10.—Grover Cleveland 


last night delivered the first of his two 
addresses in the new lectureship found- 
ed by Stafford Little. 
He announced 


as his theme "Th<e Independence of the 
Executive," saying that he proposed to 
comment upon the office, of President 
of the United States', and flpon some in- 
cidents of a public nature made familiar 
to him by the incumbency of that office. 


The speaker waa introduced by Pres- 


ident Patten. As Mr. Cleveland rose to 
beg-in his lectur* the audience erected 
him with rounds of applause. The lec- 
ture throughout was listened to with 
marked attention, and' at Its close Mr. 
Cleveland was greeted with prolong-ed 
applausa. 
His treatment of the presi- 


dents chair as bwingr pre-eminently the 
people's office, wa« most warmly received 
by his hearers. 


Mr. Cleveland began by speaking of the 


indictment presented by the original 13 
colonies against the oppressive exercise 
of executive psrwer by the king of Great 
Britain. The colonists dreaded a repe- 
tition of these abuses through th* powers 
that mig-ht devolve upon an American 
president. Thug the articles of confed- 
eration provided for no executive head, 
but in the constitutional convention, 10 
years later, it was ooncaded that if tha 
experiment of popular government were 
to be succeeef ul, an executive branch, in- 
vested with power and responsibility, 
must be one of its essential factors. 


In the scheme of our national govern- 


ment, as then established, the president 
is pre-eminently the people's office. The 
laws passed by congress are inert and 
vain without ez-scutive imputes; and the 
federal courts pass upon the right of the 
citizan only when their aid is occasion- 
ally invoked; but under the constitu- 
tional mandate that the president "shall 
take car« taa.t the laws be faithfully 
executed," every citizen is constantly 
within the protwtion and restraint of 
the ez«cutiv« power. ^Furthermore, it is 
only Ln the selection of the president that 
the body of th« American people can by 
any possibility act together and directly 
in the equipment of their national gov- 
ernme;,t. To the wisdom of the men who 
composed the convention we are Indebted 
for the creation of an executive depart- 
ment, limited against any possible d^.n- 
g-er of usurpation or tyranny, but, at the 
same time, strong and independent with- 
in its limitations. 


Mr. Cleveland then reviewed the debate 


in the first session of congress in 1783 
over the power of the president under 
the constitution to remove an officer ap- 
pointed by him by and with the advice of 
the senate. The outcome of this debate 
was a legislative construction of the con- 
stitution to the effect that the ,'resident 
had the power of removal without the 
participation or interference of the sen- 
ate. But the question was again rau-edi 
in 1S86, In a sharp contention between the 
senate and the president. In order to 
make clear the nature of this contro- 
versy, Mr, Cleveland described the tenure 
of office act passed in 1867 for the express 
purpose of preventing- removals from 
office by President Johnson, and com- 
pared it with the tenure of office legis- 
lation paseed in 1869, during President 
Grant's first administration. 


"I fully appreciate the fact," said Mr. 


Cleveland in'closing-, "that partisanship 
follows party organization; that it is apt 
to be unduly developed in all parties, and 
that it often hampers the best aspira- 
tions and purposes of public life, but I 
hope I have reached a condition when I 
can recall such adverse partisanship as 
may have enteredT into past conflicts and 
perplexities without misleading irrita- 
tion or prejudice—especially on such an 
occasion as this."

GENERAL CARE OF CHILDREN IN 


JUUv'ESS.

Never does the training- of children in 


taints of obedience prove more valua- 
ble than when they are ill. 


Disobedience, or delay m obedience, 


always inconvenient, to say the least, 
assumes the dSgrmty of a calamity when | 
* child is seriously ill. There are times | 
when his very life may depend upon the | 
promptness with which he will take | 
medicine, will submit to treatment or 
conform to rules. 


A mother of the old school, whose chil- 


dren had early learned the law of im- 
plicit obedience, rendered a. little sit a j 
certain proviso that always accompa- I 
nied the doctor's directions for remedies | 
to be given to her small girl, who was 
Buffering: from an attack of measles i 
attended ™'ith throat complications. 


"Doctor," finally asked the mother, 


•with a trifle of Irritation, "why do you 
Invariably say, 'Give her so and so, if she 
will take it?' Of course she will take it 
If I tell her to do so." 
\ 


"It is by no means a matter of course j 


In most cases, madam," returned the*! 
physician. "Your child may have been | 
enususJly well trained, but I can as- I 
j-ure you that the majority of children | 
oave their own way to an extent that j 
makes it tremendously difficult to induce 
them to take unpalatable medicine. Only 
last week I had as a patient a little boy j 
who was In a dangerous condition from ' 
bowel trouble. He not only absolutely , 
refused the remedy I wished to gite him, , 
but actually fought ag-ainst it so fiercely j 
that his mother and nurse were obliged to | 
hold him down in the bed while I poured 
the medicine down his throat. I really I 
believe that the harm be- did himself by 
his struggles offset any benefit he guinea 
from the medicine." 


This may have been an extreme case, 


hut there are others almost as flagrant. 
Contrast with this the testimony c-f an- 
other person, now a woman grown, who 
In her childhood used to have to submit 
to generous doses of castor oil, given in 
the old barbarous fashion, mixed with 
hot mHIt. 


"The mere sight and smell of it turned 


my stomacfc," she says: "When I saw 
my mother coming towards the bed with 
that cup of doom in her hand, I used to 
shut my eyes and pray, with all the fer- 
vor of my childish soul, that I might die 
before It reached me. But it never oc- 
curred to me that I could possibly re- 
fuse to take it." 


Even with the most obedient children 


It is better sometimes, as a measure of 
consideration, to vary the simple com- 
mands by a little gentle diplomacy that 
may bring- a trifle of diversion into the 
monotonous succession of dosing'. I re- 
call well one genial physician, always 
remarkably successful In his treatment 
of children, who would go through the 
form of presenting a tablet to each per- 
son In the room, winding up the perform- 
ance with the small patient who was to 
be benefited by the dose, drawing the 
•while comparisons between the docility 
Trith -which the grown-ups took their 
me'dicin-e and that which would be dis- 
played by the small boy when his turn 
came,—comparisons greatly to the ad- 
rantage of the junior. Mere triviality, 
Bo doubt, but after a. long- sieg-e in a. sick 
room even trifles assume the importance 
cf events. 


Diplomacy of th-e same order must be 


practiced when it is necessary to coax a 
chUd to take food. The sense of duty 
that Induces an adult to eat, because if 
fae does not his strength will fall, iu 
^acking- in a child. He has> not the grasp 
on the perspective that sustains one in 
present discomfort with the thought of 
future good. To the child, the Immedi- 
ate discomfort is everything-. Mention 
has already been made in these papers of 
the desirability of havrngr a pleasing-va- 
riety to order to tempt the weak appetite 
of the patient, but while this is much, it 
IB not enough. Nothing- in the way of | 
dainty appointments should be wanting 
on the invalid's tray. His milk should 
te given to him hi a pretty cup or glasa, 
and this should be changed from time to 
time If ha seems to weary of the one de- 
voted to this purpose. I recollect one 
Invalid who would willingly drink pep- 
tonieed rnllk from a red glass^ although 
he turned from It In distaste when It wag 
ottered to him in a clear tumbler. An- 
other person—this one a grown wcman,— 
Buffered from utter lack of appetite for 
da.y» until stoa took a, fancy that sha 
could sat if her tray were furnished with j 
a gold-hwidled knife and fork that were 
among- the family heirlooms. The knife 
and fork were brought and the Invalid 
stralgtway turned In and ate her food 
•with enjoyment. Sick people are hardly 
sane In every point, and the least little 
thing will make or mar a meal. 


So let the tray be all that there is of 


daintiness in Its appointments, so far 
as napery, china, glass and silver are 
concerned. Brighten it further by lay- 
ing a flower or two on the napkin or be- 
side the plate. Hunt up amusing stories 
to tell the little invalid while he eats, so 
that he will take one mouthful after an- 
other, almost unconsciously. Or, for a 
change, a play may be made of the 
meal. The morsels cut up on the plate 
may be email chickens or minnows, or 
little birds about to fall a prey to the fox, 
or to the fish or bird hawk. Each vic- 
tim makes a remark as he is about to be 
devoured. Or there Is a. gulf to be filled 
*nd each spoonful has Its especial place 
in stopping- the chasm. Or the milk is a. 
ptream that must be swallowed In order 
to make the way clear for the hero to 
pursue the wicked giant, or to open the 
path for the heroine into fairy land. The 
facility In making- up snich table talk 
grow* with practice, and certain helpful

CORNMEAL CROQUETTES. 


Mix one-half pint of cornmeal with 


one-half pint of cold milk and one-half 
teaspoonful of salt, stir the mixtuie 
gradually into one pint of boiling water, 
adding one-fourth cupful of sugar. Cook 
slowly for one hour, stirring often to 
prevent burning, and just before 
re- 


moving from the fire add the yolks of 
two eg?s well^eaten, one-half cupful of 
thick cieam and the whites of the eggs 
beaten to a stiff froth. Turn this mix- 
ture out into mold or into a cake pan to 
rhe depth of half an inch and let it cool. 
"When cold and firm dip in 
effg 
and 


crumbs and fry in hot fat. Serve with 
maple sugar sauce. If you desire to 
vary this dish you may add with the eggs 
and cream just before taking from the 
fire a cupful of chopped figs or the same 
amount of chopped and seeded raisins. 


MAPLE SUGAR SAUCE. 


One-half pound of maple sugar broken 


into small pieces; put it into a saucepan 
and with it one-half gill of water and 
rnelt slowly until a clear syrup is formed; 
then remove from the fire and stir in two 
heaping tablespoonf uls of butter cut into 
small pieces.

CUSTARD FRITTERS. 


Make a baked custard with one pint of 


milk, yolks of five eggs, two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, one tablespoonful of rice 
flour and a little vanilla extract. Bake 
in round moulds like high muffin rings 
until firm. When cold cut into circular 
slices about three-quarters of an inch 
thick, dip in egg and crumbs and fry in 
deep fat. Drain, dust with powderedl 
sugar and serve with almond sauce. 
This sauce is easily made as follows: 
Beat one-half cup of fresh butter and 
one cup of powdered a'.i?ar to a rich 
cream and add thereto three ounces of 
almond paste, working the ingredients 
well together; place the bowl contain- 
ing the sauce into a pan of hot water and 
stir until again smooth and creamy. 
You may add a little lemon, juice or a 
little fruit jelly if you desire. 


TCTDNBY TOAST. 


Split Oie kidneys in two, remove the 


sinews and outer skin and min.ec them 
finely. Into a stewpan put a little but- 
ter, some chopped parsley and a small 
shalot, chopped, and let all fry for a few 
minutes. When browned add a table- 
spoonful of good tahle sauce, sprinkle on 
a little flour and boil up again until tha 
flour is cooked; then stir in the minced 
kidneys with salt and pepper and cook 
for a few moments. Butter some thin 
slices of teast, cover them with the 
mince and over that lay a thick layer of 
bread crumbs mixed with a little grated 
or Parmesan cheese; place in a quick 
oven for ten minutes and serve very hot. 


ORANGE CREAM CUSTARD. 


Mix one heaping tablespoonful of rice 


flour to a smooth paste in a little cold 
milk. Heat one pint of thin cream in a 
double boiler; beat the yolks of four egigs 
with one-half cupful of sugar an-d stir 
into the hot cream; add a little salt and 
the peel of one small orange peeled very ' 
thin, cooked until tender and pounded to | 
a paste. When well mixed have ready | 
a buttered mould or dish, pour the cus- | 
tard into it and bake until firm. When I 
cold turn out and s«rve with orange 
sauce. 


MAPLE CREAM. 
i 
Pulverize one-quarter of a pound of 


maple sugar and form it into a syrup 
with one gill of water and the juice of 
one lemon, boiling until the syrup will 
form into threads from a spoon. Beat 
the whites of two eggs to the 
stiffest 


possible froth and pour them over the 
syrup, stirring well until partly cool, and 
then add one gill of thick crearn. A very 
delicious sauce for steamed pudding or 
cake of a simple nature. 


PRUNE WHIPS. 


Whites of five eggs, one-half cup su- 


gar, one-quarter of a pound of prunes; 
stew prunes until soft, rub through a 
sieve, chop meats of prunes, mix to- 
gether and beat well. Bake fifteen min- 
utes. Serve with cream or soft custard.

can Ornithologists' Union to Save 
From 
Dentrnctton 
the 
Winged 


Scavenger* of New York Harbor. 
Maine !• the Cblel Slaughter House. 
Since the fashion In bird decorations 


for women's hats has turned to the 
bodies and wings of various species of 
sea gulls the American Ornithologists' 
union has been trying to save these 
birds from the extemluation which 
threatens theni from the dealers In 
plumage, says the New York Sun. Re- 
cently the union has Issued an appeal 
directed especially to residents of New 
York city and the neighborhood and 
calling attention particularly to the 
value of these birds as scavengers. 
This appeal says in part: 


Simple economic considerations make 


it a matter of course that the gulls 
must be saved. 
An Immense horde 


of 
them, which 
naturalists 
think 


number anywhere from a hundred 
thousand to a million, gorge twice a 
day in New York bay upon garbage. 
As the hour of the dump approaches 
their multitudes fill the whole air to an 
immense height over an area of sev- 
eral miles, then gradually settle on the 
sea in vast white sheets. The whistle 
of the police boat, the signal to dump, 
seems to waft them simultaneously 
into the air, to gather like dense snow 
clouds over the floating masses just 
emptied from the many scows. Imag- 
ine from what an amount of putrid 
matter these birds, -as big as hens, save 
the adjacent beaches, not to speak of 
their perpetual gleaning In the actual 
harbors! 
If money enough can be 


raised, the eommitlee of the American 
Ornithologists' union will guard every 
breeding place where there Is a law to 
back them. 


Already nearly $500 has been raised 


for the protection of these sea birds, 
and this sum will be employed in hir- 
ing wardens who shall see to it that 
the game laws along the seacoast are 
not violated by the "plumers." The 
terns have been nearly exterminated 
from the part of the coast near New 
York already, and there is danger that 
In the coming breeding time they will 
be destroyed entirely, as the milliners' 
agents have made preparations to car- 
ry on the destruction on a large scale 
at the breeding grounds. 


Along the Maine coast are the breed- 


ing places of most of the gulls which 
fly about New York harbor, and the 
special efforts of the union will be di- 
rected thither during^ the coming sea- 
son. So well organized are the "plum- 
ers" there that they violate the law 
with impunity, and it is not safe for a 
lone warden to interfere with them. 
So the design of the bird lovers is to 
hire enough men to make the protec- 
tion effectual and, If necessary, meet 
force with force. The coasts of Long 
Island, New Jersey and Maryland will 
also be looked after and perhaps the 
coasts of Virginia and Florida. The 
union requests that contributions be 
sent to the treasurer, William Dutcher, 
525 Manhattan avenue, New York city. 


The gull which does the principal 


scavenging in New York harbor is the 
common large herring gull, and he la 
assisted in his good worKfBy the black 
back, a less common species here- 
abouts. In a recent number of Bird 
Lore a photograph by Frank M. Chap- 
man is reproduced, taken down the 
bay in February several years ago 
when 11 of the city's scows were 
dumping. It gives some idea of the 
number of these volunteer assistants 
of the 
street cleaning department. 


There are apparently about 1,000 gulls 
In the picture. 


There is not much gull shooting in 


the immediate vicinity of New York, 
but there is a good deal on Long. Is- 
land. The state game laws protect 
gulls and terns on Long Island from 
Oct 1 to May 1, and in other parts of 
the state from Sept. 1 to May 1. In the 
Inland parts of New York state gulls 
and terns are so rare that the killing of 
them Is Inconsiderable. Thousands of 
birds killed in other states are sent to 
New York state, however. In a recent 
fire on Long Island a millinery taxider- 
mist establishment was destroyed, and 
it was estimated that fully 10,000 gulls' 
wings were burned. In the current 
number of Bird Lore a facsimile of a 
postal card from a dealer in plumage 
on Beekman street In New York city 
is given. These cards were sent all 
through the south, addressed merely 
to "The Postmaster" of the various 
towns. At the upper right hand corner 
of the card was a picture of a dead 
bird and below It this statement: 


Below I hand you prices for the following ar- 


ticles in our market. I always obtain for ship- 
pers the highest nurlcet price on the'arrival of 
goods. I wSiit for immediate shipment the very 
largest gray gulls. 


Following this is a list of the prices 


offered for various birdskins, mostly 
those of gulls. The highest price offer- 
ed is 40 cents and that is for the her- 
ring gull, the scavenger of our harbors. 
Prices are also quoted, all ridiculously 
low, 
on laughing gulls, royal terns, 


Wilson terns, sea swallows, both black 
and white and blackheaded least terns. 


The attention of the postoffice de- 


partment was called to this matter, 
and a notice was sent out by the de- 
partment expressly enjoining postmas- j 
ters against being parties to any trans- 
action that violated state laws, and the 
order and letter were published In The 
Postal Guide, thereby calling the mat- 
ter to the attention of about 75,000 
postmasters In all parts of the country. 
Several of the states to which the en- 
terprising Beekman street dealer sent 
his cards have laws prohibiting the 
killing of plume birds.

NEW OSTRICH FARM. . 


Plans io Control the Rearing Buat- 


ne»« In the United States. 


At Phenix, A. T., is to be the head- 


luarters for the ostrich rearing Indus- 
try of the western continent. 
A. Y. 


Pearson, who recently took up options 
secured ou all the principal ostrich 
flocks in the United States, has an- 
nounced his intention of combining all 
his purchases at that place, says the 
New York Tribune. He lans purchased 
320 acres of alfalfa laud nine milen 
from Phenix and will move there the 
200 birds from the Phenix farm and 


• about COO more secured by him else- 
where. 


Pearson's purchases Include all the 


birds in the United States with the ex- 
ception of the small iiocks at Jackson- 
ville, Fla., and San Antonio, Tex., and 
those owned by circuses and zoological 
gardens. He has practically formed an 
ostrich trust aadvis favored by the 50 
per cent tariff on feathers and by the 
Cape Colony ci-^ort tariff of $500 a 
bird. 
About sr-O.OOO was expended 


by Mr. Pearson in cornering the os- 
trich market. He asserts that he has 
not left over 100 birds in other hands. 
He 1i in the business for profit and 
states he expects to realize ?30 a year 
from the feather crop of every mature 
bird. The United States now annually 
imports ostsrich feathers valued at 
nearly $500,000, Including the duty. 


The exper-ieace of years has shown 


that Arizona is fully as well adapted 
to the rearing of ostriches and the pro- 
duction of fine feathers as is even. 
South Africa. 
Here the 
incubator 


hatched chicks are reared on a plain 
diet of alfalfa, which they relish above 
all other foods and on which they are 
pastured at small cost in the same 
manner as. are horses. They thrive in 
the mild winters and hot summers, and 
sickness among them is unknown. Iso- 
lation 
IB advisable, however, if the 


best results are sought, and on this ac- 
count, it is understood, visitors Trill be 
coldly welcomed at the new ostrich 
farm.

NOVEL PIGEON SHOOTING. 


Fifteen Men Start to Kill 300 Birds 


Liberated Simultaneously. 


H. Yale Dolan gave a cup for a pri- 


vate pigeon shooting contest at Aiken, 
near Columbia, S. C., the other day 
that was a novelty in that part of the 
country. 
There were 15 contestants 


with guns of their choice, repeaters 
predominating-, says the New York 
Sun. 
Three hundred pigeons were_set 


at liberty simultaneously, and the cup 
was to be awarded to the man killing 
the greatest number. Besides being a 
trial of skill !is a marksman, it was a 
contest *in rapid firing and dexterity in 
loading. The birds, being bewildered 
by the fusillade, did not move off as 
when liberated singly, many circling 
and passing twice over the range. 
George Smith won, killing 22 birds. 
Hundreds of persons gathered about 
the grounds before the hour set for the 
contest, and many women witnessed 
the affair from their carriages. 


The marksmen were stationed sdine 


distance apart and each was provided 
with a scorer to chronicle his hits. This 
required decidedly expert work. 
The 


shooter himself had no chance to count 
his game. There was a good deal of 
luck mixed with the skill because of 
the flight of the birds. In several cases 
two were killed at a shot. 
Then a 


large number, when first released, feel- 
Ing at home with their kind, did not fly 
till many of their comrades had fallen 
dead among them. A bird missed by 
one man would turn to another. Little 
batches of pigeons would fly away out 
of range, then, as if fascinated by the 
popping guns, would return over the 
heads of the marksmen. 


Smith did remarkably well with his 


gun, 
and several others in the front 


rank had made the art of rapid loading 
a study and practice.

The situation in South Africa is one 


not at all pleasing to England yet it 
affords no hone for the Boers. Lord 
Roberts Is in Bioemfontein, crippled, 
and the enemy is roaming the Free 
State, at will apparently. Free Staters 
who surrendered to British authority 


v>'h«^n Lord Roberts made his triumph- 
ant Pntry into Bloemfontein are report- 
ed to be in arms again against the 
enemies of the Transvaal. The south- 
ern part of the Free State, believed to 
have been pacified, is rumored to be 
ablaze, and the Bloemfontein connec- 
tions with Cape Colony are cuite se- 
riously threatened. 
In Natal, where 


General Buller has been silent and in- 
active since the relief of Ladysmith, 
the British force is not in the safest 
possible position. 


The present state of affairs is dus 


mainly to two causes. The Boers have 
recovered from the first consequences 
of the invasion of the Orange Free 
State, and the British have not re- 
covered from the conseauences of this 
invasion.

The result was a transport, never 
good at its best, badly demolished and 
ra.valry ami artillery out of fighting 
trim for want of animals. The ir.fant- 
ry, too, was improperly clothed. The 
light Khaki uniform being too scanty a 
raiment for sharper weather condi- 
tions.

same property, 


which was used in turn by various men 
and firms d-oinjj; different kinds of busi- 
ness.

lished in the brick building and stoves 
were cast. F...r a time Cook & South- 
wick had a saw-mill there, and Darling 
& Rathbone had a barrel stave and 
planing mill on then remises. Bribes 
Bros., who lau-r ran the Briggsville 
mill, began the manufacture of woolen 
warp there, and for a few months 
many years ago Orrin Witherell and 
his son, Edward J., earned on the 
blacksmithing- business in the rear end 
of the brick building- They then built 
a. shop in Willow Dell, where E. .T. 
Witherell is still in business. The office 
building, which has now been torn 
down, was u«cd as an office by many 
of these firms, as it has been used b;- 
Millard & Co. for some years past, 


The changes that have taken place in 


the city since the building was erect- 
ed 80 years ago can be more easdlv 
imagined than described, and under all 
the circumstances the wonder is that 
this monument to other days so lo 
held its own aguitist ihe march of 
progress and the material growth that 
has come to North Adams.

He had selected a handsome coun- 
try seat near Chevy Chas^ but the 
landlord would not inclose the grounds, 
and the minister, finding that a wall of 
the height and thickness which he tie- 
sired would cost him nearly a year's 
salary, concluded to forego the pleas- 
ures of villa life. 


Mme. Ali Ferrouh and her young sis- 


ter, 
with their duenna, are still con- 


fined to their legation. The women are 
very miserable and homesick, and the 
minister, being unable to help them, la 
also very unhappy. Among the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps it is said 
that he will take them back to Con- 
stantinople as soon as he can get per- 
mission to leave his post. His experi- 
ment has proved a failure. 


A few close friends of Ali Ferrouh 


have been admitted to the presence of 
bis family, and these tell how sad and 
lonely the poor orientals are. 
They 


have not even the comforts of their re- 
ligion and the excitement of going to 
the mosque. They cannot return visits 
unless accompanied by the minister. 
Even then their hostess is supposed to 
promise that no man shall intrude on 
them during the visit, and none of the 
Americans has been able to extract 
this desired promise from the lord of 
her household. 


The wife of a prominent western 


statesmen endeavored to get up- a little 
entertainment for the visitors from 
Constantinople, and she made known 
her plans to Ali Ferrouh. The minis- 
ter put her through such a course of 
questions that she became discouraged 
and gave up her idea. She said she 
would have been obliged to banish her 
husband and sons from the premises 
and to receive her guests in her own 
private rooms on the second floor. 
The risk of intrusion on the part of her 
curious husband and sons was a great- 
er responsibility than she cared to un- 
dertake.

There is a demand for an increase of 


the sugar ration to the soldiers in the 
Philippines, and the commissary de- 
partment is preparing to meet it, says 
the Chicago Tribune's Washington rep- 
resentative. The allowance now is 15 
pounds to a hundred rations, and this 
will probably be increased to 20 
pounds. The department has recently 
made a shipment of 50 tons of such 
sweets as are in demand there by the 
soldiers, including a large order of the 
best candy, intermixed with a good 
allowance of chocolates. 
This order 


will be followed uy a much larger one, 
and chocolares will again hold first 
place. These confections are of course 
not a part of the army ration, but are 
for purchase by the officers and sol- 
diers. 


An officer of high rank in the army is 


known to all of his comrades by the 
name'of "Candy," and a brother officer 
in the commissary department tells the 
story of how it was gained. 
They 


were serving in the Sixth cavalry out 
in Arizona and were on the march. 
When within 20 or 30 miles from a 
village, a man was sent to the officers 
to take an order to be filled in the little 
town. The orders were mostly for ci- 
gars and drink, but the old officer, 
whose face was seamed and scarred 
with hard service, asked only for two 
pounds of candy. That was long ago, 
but the name still clings to him.

Wilson is a graduate-of the Jefferson 
Medical college of Philadelphia, and 
is on the staff of the Bushwick hospital 
of Brooklyn. Gallinger graduated in 
medicine in 1858, but has not practiced 
for 30 years, being now a better poli- 
tician than he is A. physician. 


Dr. Wilson has been called upon 


quite frequently to prescribe for his 
colleagues, and a few days ago hurried 
lo the side of the stricken Robertson of 
Louisiana, who was seized with a 
fainting spell in the house, Says the 
Washington Post. "It is a surprise to 
me," said Dr. Wilson, "that there 19 no 
case of simple emergency medicines 
anywhere on the house side of the capi- 
tol. There are several hundred people 
at our end of the capitol, and sudden 
sickness is to be expected at any time. 
I think I shall Introduce a resolution 
asking that a small amount be taken 
from the contingent fund to purchase a 
stock of medicines to be for use in 
emergencies.''

End of a Long But Interesting Trial. 


Review of Case by Judge Phelps 


in f'iving Judgment. $1000 


Bo .ds For Mr. Cleveland 


George \J. Cleveland was held for the 


grand juiy this morning on the charge 
of larceny fi.im Solomon Belden. F. S. 
Smith, who has beon Mr. Cleveland's 
partner in the it-al estate business, and 
who was tried on the same charge, was 
found not guilty and discharged. 


The hearing of the case has been long- 


continued, the longest c<*se on record in 
the district court, and 
has 
been of 


much interest. The hearing of the evi- 
dence occupied parts of six days, and 
the arguments of the attorneys two 
atternoons. 


Thci case was brought by Solomon 


Belden of Clarksburg as a result of a 
real estate transaction and some busi- 
nr=- connected with it which was put 
in the hands of Cleveland & Smith. The 
plaintiff claimed that the firm sold a 
piece of real estate, and failed to use 
the proceeds as was to have been done 
to make payments on the place occupi- 
ed by the Beldens as a home, so that 
it was sold under foreclosure proceed- 
ings. 
Lawyers- Beer and Dowlin ap- 


peared for the prosecution 
and Car- 


penter and Parker for the defense. \ 


Judge Phelps, in, rendering his de- 


cision this morning, reviewed the evi- 
dence at length, picking out the main 
thread of the story of the transactions, 
so that the main points of the matter 
stood out clearly. He then said .that 
there were two points of vital import- 
ance on which the testimony of the de- 
fendants and plaintiff was irreconcil- 
able. First was the agreement made 
by Mr. Belden with Cleveland & Smith 
as to what the terms should be for 
the work done. The second was in re- 
gard to the authority that was given 
Mr. Cleveland in regard to a note for 
$200 that was given. 


On the first point, 
Mr. 
Cleveland 


claimed that an agreement was made 
that the firm was to receive a commis- 
sion of $50, all expenses, and $10 a day 
for his services when engaged in work- 
ing 
on the matter. The 
plaintiffs 


claimed that the usual commission end 
ordinary expenses only were to be paid. 


On. the second point Mr. Cleveland 


said he was expressly authorized to 
take the disputed note in tois own name 
and after, deducting expenses, to pay 
the claims pending with the proceeds 
The plaintiff claimed that he was sup- 
posed to have the not made out in the 
plaintiff's name and to hold it for the 
latter, to settle certain specific claims. 


On the question of embezzlement the 


defendants claimed that the relations 
of the parties were not such as would 
make the 
charge of embezzlement. 


Judge Phelps ruled that the relations 
were those of a special agency, so that 
embezzlement could nut be charged. 


The case was one that could not be 


tried by the lower court, and the ques- 
tion was of holding1 the defendants for 
the grand jury or IT I. In the briefs, 
the defense claimed that 
the judge 


should be convinced in his own mind 
of the guilt of the parties concerned 
before holding them for the grand jury. 
The plaintiff maintained that probable 
cause only need be shown. 


But. the judge said, it is not intended 


that the lower court try the case. If 
there is reasonable evidence supporting 
the 
claim of the prosecution, even 


though it is contradicted by equally ac- 
ceptable evidence for the defense, this 
court can only judge that there is room 
for trial, and send the case to the 
grand jury. 


If the story of the Beldens in regard 


to the agreement that was made is 
true there is very great suspicion that 
there was room for fraudulent prac- 
tices, on which to base a trial. If it 
was understood that the note was to 
be used for 
the settling- of claims 


against the homestead an honorable 
man would not have used the prooceeds 
for his personal uses and allowed the 
homestead to be sold away. The jury 
may dedide that the transactions -\\erc 
legal, but it is certainly a case that 
ought to go before the jury. 


In regard to Mr. Smith'? connection 


with the case, however, inasmuch as 
the embezlement, if any. was on the 
note, the evidence showed 
that Mr. 


Cleveland was the one who had rlone 
all the business in relation to it. Until 
the bringing of the cases Mr. Smith had 
not known that the note was made out 
to Mr. Cleveland's order, and in view 
of this fact there was not enough evi- 
dence to ho'd Mr. Smith. 
The court 


therefore- -i: d^rod him discharged and 
Mr. Cleveland held. 


Arguments were then made on the 


question 
of 
bail. 
Lawyer Dowlin 


wanted it raised to $200(1. while Lav, yor 
Carpenter urged that it be left at what 
had been the figure, 51000. T he court 
held that $1000 was enough, and this 
was secured immediately.
